Cucamonga Ranchers Enter 
Claim as Beneficiaries 
Based on 1936 Will 














A contest was filed this week 
in the Superior Court in San Ber- 
nardino over the last will and test- 
ament of Richard Sontag, pioneer 
resident, who lived for many years 
on a ranch at the mouth of Cuca- 
monga canyon. 

The last will, made in Decem- 
ber, 1939, 1s contested by Fred and 
Martha Schulof, who purchas- 
ed the ranch property which Son- 
tag inherited from his uncle. The 
Schulof now live on the ranch. 
They claim to have found a will 
made in 1936 which disregards 
Sontag’s relatives and which 
makes the Schulof’s. beneficiaries 
of the estate. = Hg 

By the terms of the will of De- 
cember, 1939, made before Sontag 
suffered a stroke this spring, his 
estate is to go to his brother, sis- 
ter and nephews in Germany, with 
the exception of two small be- 
quests made to friends in Upland. 

At the time of his death on 
April 29, Sontag was 84 years of 
age. Until the last few years, 
when he made his home with Mr. 
and Mrs. E. L. Eyer, 579 Third 
avenue, he had lived the life of a 
hermit. He leaves a substantial 
estate. 

The Schulofs are represented 
by Leigh H. Hill, Los Angeles at- 
torney. 

Richard A. Ibanez, local attor- 
ney, represents the petitioners 
seeking probate of the will.

Telegram Says ‘‘Impossible to | Well Known Resident of Up-| Chaffey and arrangements made 


Describe Pitiful

The following telegram—one of 
a number received from Norman 
H. Davis, national chairman of 
the American Red Cross, by Mrs. 
G. W. Eckerman, chairman of the 
Upland chapter—impresses one 
with the urgent need for immed- 
iate help of sufferers in the war- 
stricken netions: 

“When American Red Cross 
asked minimum war relief fund of 
ten million dollars, ne one could 
see that in two short weeks the 
greatest tragedy in all history 
would be unfolded. Impossible to 
describe pitiful plight of millions 
of refugees in France. Sick, 
wounded, hungry and homeless, 
they cry out to us for help. Will 
need much more than ten million 
dollars, therefore quota original- 
ly assigned should be regarded 
only as minimum immediate ob- 
jectives. Chapters should then go 
on and where possible double their 
quotas; in fact, only limitation 
should be the maximum generos- 
ity of American people. We 
should complete this program 
within shortest possible time.” 

Therefore, together with more 
than 3700 other chapters in our 
country the Upland Red Cross 
chapter is pleading for money to 
mitigate the intense and horrible 
suffering of our fellowmen, wo- 
men and children in Europe. You 
are asked to think of the starv- 
ing and destitute, of burning 
homes and broken families, home- 
less and miserable refugees flee- 
ing in fright to unknown terror 
in alien lands. 

Battles no longer involve only 
military machines and belligerent 
nations, but places masses of civ- 
ilians—especially the women and 
children and old people—right on 
the front lines, They have no 
way to protect themselves—relief 
for them depends largely upon 
what the people of America can 
send them in the way of money 
and supplies.

Getting Ready for a New Industry Here 


Even though it is several miles distant from Upland, the 


Cal-Aero corporation project will directly and indirectly 


mean much to this community. It will mean much to the en- 
tire West End of San Bernardino county. 

Prineipal function of the new project is to teach young 
men to become aviators. Six hundred eadets will be in train- 
ing here constantly Annual pay roll is. estimated to be 
$1,500,000, this going to the large staff of instructors, skill- 


ed mechanics and to those who maintain the highly developed 


875 acre site. The flying school is scheduled to be in opera- 
tion ‘‘here’’ within a few months. 

Incidentally, the county board: of supervisors obligated 
the county to the sum of approximately $96,000 in purchas- 
ing the site for the new industry. 

The word ‘‘here’’ in the above paragraph is used advised- 
ly. Many of the instructors, eraftsmen and even the ‘‘stu- 


dents’’ ean be attracted to Upland. The greatest indirect 
benefit this community ean derive from the project may be 
the housing problem—justifying the construction of new 
residences here—and the expenditure of some of the pay roll 
with Upland business firms. One of the direct benefits may 
come through Upland residents obtaining work in construe- 
tion of the many buildings to be erected on the site south of 





Ontario. 

The project is being ‘‘brought’’ to this county and the 
corporation is being given use of the site. While perhaps it 
is not in writing, the general understanding with Major C.
